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A report 
on MAPC 


MAPC is an acronym in Massachusetts for Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council. It is a regional agency centered in 
Boston, created by the Massachusetts Legislature and is 
directly responsible to the 101 communities within the Council. 

The idea is to involve the officials and citizens of the com- 
munities in the problems that are common and regional, and to 
present regional solutions. Each community is represented in 
the Council by its chief executive or his dseignee, and there are 
also 20 gubernatorial appointees, and heads of 11 state or 
regional agencies. This makes a total of 133 persons par- 
ticipating in the Council. 

To the Board of Selectmen of Wilmington the idea of the 
council has not been fully understood. There were mis- 
understandings, probably from a lack of adequate 
explainations. 

Wilmington’s representative on the MAPC, appointed by 
‘Town Manager Sterling Morris, is Mrs. Madelyn McKie. She 
is also the Council Secretary, now serving her second term in 
that office. Mrs, McKie, on Monday night gave the Selectmen 
a report on MAPC and its mieanings. The report was both 


written and oral, and took about fifteen minutes.

A public hearing in the Planning Board office Tuesday 
evening calmed the excitement over a nonexistant proposal 
which Sélectman James Miceli had been attempting to turn 
into a political football. 

‘The Jackson Brothers presented their plans for revision of 
the Elmwood Estates north of Dorothy Avenue, at the hearing. 


* As was reported in last week's Town Crier, there was no 


application on the part of the Jackson Brothers to use Dorothy 
Avenue, or to have a new road connect Dorothy Avenue with 
Ella Avenue. The only entrance and exit, as presented by the 
Jackson Brothers, was by way of Arlene Avenue. 

There were twenty seven persons present when the hearing 
started Tuesday evening, arid perhaps 35 when it was over, fif- 
ty minutes later. The greater part were Dorothy Avenue 
residents, but at least three of those present were buying 
homes from the Jackson Brothers, in the new section, 

There were a couple of persons who could be described as 
being nearly excited when the hearing began. Many others 
were obviously perturbed at stories they had heard that the 
Jackson Brothers were planning to have traffic on Dorothy 
Avenue. After the facts of the proposal, as given to the Plan- 


ning Board, had been thoroughly discussed everyone calmed 
down. 


Fred Jackson, speaking for the 
firm, and partly in response to 
questions said that there would be 
only one entrance to the new 
development, and that would be 

Arlene Avenue. The exit 
planned for the western part was 
to be eliminated, because of the
